H e's got a reputation as a tough- 
talker but this week, chef Gordon 
Ramsay is quitting the kitchen for 
something much more serious - 
cocaine. Yes, Gordon is heading off around 
the world to discover where the white 
powder comes from, how it's made and 
why Britain is Europe's biggest user of the 
stuff - as well as the consequences of it all. 

"It's important to understand that 
cocaine has spiralled out of control," 
he says. "Coke is everywhere but no one 
wants to talk about it and the devastation 
behind it. Cocaine-related deaths in the UK 
are up. People think cocaine is glamorous. 
It's not glamorous. It wrecks lives. But 
the dark side of cocaine is not talked 


about. I've watched my brother's drug 
addiction. I've lost a best mate to cocaine 
- my head chef. It's rife in my industry 
and I have a responsibility to my staff 
to do something about it." 

Things get very close to home 
in the first episode of the two-parter. 

"There is no smoke and mirrors with 
the documentary," Gordon reveals. "To 
understand the extent of the problem, 

I tested the staff and customer toilets in 
my own restaurants by swabbing surfaces 
for cocaine residue. It became my biggest 
nightmare. It wasn't to go and pinpoint and 
sack them instantly - it was to prevent 
another casualty. There's a profile of chefs 
today who think it has a rock'n'roll status to 


the point that everyone wants to be a chef 
now, everyone wants to write cookbooks 
and everyone wants a TV show. But every 
six to 12 months, you read about a chef 
with depression or an alcohol problem or 
a drug addiction. It is about giving these 
young guys and girls options to get help 
before it gets out of control." 

The investigation also sees Gordon 
travel to South and Central America to 
witness the "cooking" process that creates 
the drug in its street form. It's a recipe with 
some shocking ingredients, but Gordon 
says that it's the most important one he's 
ever seen. 

"I've cooked some serious s**t in my 
life and been to some extraordinary places. 


but nothing quite on this level," he says. 
"This is made from sulphuric acid, battery 
acid, cement powder, gasoline... I don't 
know what kind of high or what kind of 
party environment can make that 
worthwhile. It's going to kill you. 

"Hopefully, when people see that recipe 
in the documentary of the cocaine being 
made. I'd rather they focus on that recipe 
for the rest of their lives over anything else 
I've written in the last 20 years as a chef, 
from a fillet of beef Wellington to a broccoli 
soup. If there's one recipe that I'd love to put 
out there for them to witness, it would be 
this. Coke. To make sure you never do it."

Back then, it was under the 
heading Weird Weekends. Who can forget the time he 
spent with TV evangelists, believers in UFOs and 
swingers? Throughout his career he continued to 
shock and entertain with When Louis Met... including 
Paul Daniels, the Hamiltons and the notorious Jimmy 
Savile. In more recent years, he’s been focusing his 
attention on much more serious matters like people 
with brain injuries, transgender children and sex 
offenders. In the second of his new three-part Dark 


Stafesseries, he’s in Houston, USA, which is 
the number one hub for human trafficking in North 
America. The US Department of Justice estimates that 
at least one in five of all the country’s victims are 
trafficked through the city. Louis spends time with 
women working in the city’s illegal sex industry and 
meets prostitutes and pimps. Then he shadows law 
enforcement officers on undercover operations and 
Vice Division officers who have the job of persuading 
the working women to speak out against their pimps.
